Thanks so much for your work! 

But you're really misreading the law you're relying on. It requires 
you to redact lists "that identify persons as - (A) Having unescorted access to a 
secure area of an airport," and yet you've redacted names in contexts that 
have absolutely nothing to do with access to anything. This can't 
possibly be what that law means to authorize. 

E.g. otherwise I wouldn't have eleventy zillion emails from Mario 
Patrick, a fellow who's extraordinarily eager to exploit the 
broadest possible readings of every exemption known to CPRAology 
both real and invented, with his actual name unredacted on all of 
them. If the law said what you seem to be hearing from it Patrick 
would have been sending me nothing but solid black blocks these many 
years. 

Also, your unauthorized redactions make these documents actually 
impossible to understand since there's no way to tell who's saying 
what across different entries. Would it be possible to send them 
unredacted as the law clearly requires?
